- MeCall had agreed that UPI 
“transmitted false news sto- 
ries which affected Chile in- 
{ternationally,” the statement 
said. 

The president first an- 
nounced his decision to close 
the agency during a rally on 
Sept. 15. But he did not an- 
nounce a date for the closure, 
tand the agency has continued 
to function normally during 
talks between its executives 
and the government, 

Aliende’s main criticism of 
'UPI centered on news stories 
,the agency put out during his 
‘recent trip to Colombia, Eeua- 
dor and Peru. 

He objected particularly to 
a story the agency picked up 
‘from a Bogota newspaper, al- 
leging that three of his aides 
who disappeared aboard a 
light aircraft in jungle on the 
border of Colombia and Ecua- 
dor had been engaged in se- 
cret service activities, | 
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
